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PROPOSED
SUNDAY LAW

Rep. E. W. Quinn of the Fourth Dis-
trict, Introducer of the new Sunday law
bill in the House, makes the following

. atatement in support of the same:

The bill now before the House amends

only Section 2180 and 3101 of our coples
af the Revised Statutes of Hawall,

adopted by us, which were Bectlons 1
and 3 of Act 03, of the Laws of 1885
The amendments proposed are not In
any sense of the word radleal, for much
of the law as 1t now stands has been
practically o dead letier for years un-
til given life again with certain ofMeial
changes which recently took place in
thene Islnnds,

We had, until recently, what is com-
monly ealled a''common sense Sunday,"”
a Sunday simllar to that found in most
of the Western States and in the great-
er portlon of the Union, Until recently,
we could buy a clgar or o glass of soda
at any time during the day, We could
get shaved at any time during the
morning and we did not realize how
foolish and uwbsurd our Sunday luw was
until it was enforced.

The easlest way (o secure the repeal
or amendment of o harsh law ks Lo én-
force it. This hus been done and we
huve realized the full measure of lis
strictness and it 1= AMung and proper

that It now be amended %o a8 o con-
form to common sense jdeas.

Section 1 of this bill pmends Section
MM of the Revised Statutes, as follow::
No change Is made In the present law
down o the word “provided,"” In line
8. The nmended section proposed in
thi=s bill they provides thiat there shull
be no restrlcetion opn #uch publie con-
venlences as tsegraph, telephone, elec-
tric light, gas, steamship and rallroad
compinles, no reéstreiction on the bu-1-
ness of hackmen, or the operating of
ahore bonlte,

I might say, in this connection, that
%0 far o8 this nmendment goes there
is no resirvictlon enforced aguinst this
cluss of public convenlences today, und
eo far as this blll goes It does not glter
the present oondition of affairs; but
by inserting just whut are are consid-
ored public convenlences It does nwiy
with any discretion or preference of the
official, and mnkes It more satisfactory
for wll concerned.

This blll provides also that cigar
stores lce cream parlors and soda wa-
ter stands may be kept open through-
out the doy, nnd in this respect It nl-
lows n conditlon gimilar to what ex-
isted here until very recently,

So far as hotels, restaurants and drug
stores are concerned, this bill makes no
change In the prajont baw, 8 they are
now permitted to porve the puldle on
Sunday. It also miakes po ghange In
the present law In regard o the eell-
Ing and dellivery of feesh meat mna
fresh fizsh, but adds to that rovision
the selling and delivery of fresh fruit
and fresh vegetables. This gmendment
permits thess perishable goods 1o be
sold until 4 o'clock in the morning.

Instead of restricting the uale ond
delivery of milk to that portiva of the
dny before § o'clovk In the morning and
aflter § o'clock in the afternoon, it pro-
wvides that It may be sold and deliversd
throughout the entlre day. This amand-
ment allows barber shops to be kept
open untll 11 o'clock in the morning,
Ingtend of only until 9 as at present.
In this matter 1 have personelly in-
terviewed many of the local barbem
and they were unanimous In requesting
that they be permitted to keep their
shopg open until 11 in the morning,
and stated that unless this was done
they would prefer to close for the m-
tire day, ns they are doing at present.

The bill provides that slaughter
houses shall not be restricted as to
working hours and it puts no restric-
tion on farmers, graziers and ranch-
men, If I am not mistaken, this Sec-
tlon does not change present condl-
tiona,

So that there ghall be no Interference
with Inter-State or forelgn commerce,
the loading and unloading of vessels is
parmitied on Sunday, but to prevent
any annoyance to the community the
draying of frelght from the wharves is
not permitted. This bill leaves the law
im regard to the transfer of personal
baggnge as it exists today,

The only other section of the law
which it attempts to alter ls Section
2191 of the Revised Statutes which was
Section 2, of Act 53, Sesslon Lawa of
1886, It amends that present law by
striking out all of that portion of Sec-
tlon 3191 that restricts absolutely the
carrying on of publie amusements,
aports, shows and games, and It sim-
ply provides that no game, sport or
show shall be so conducted as Lo cre-
ate a common nulsance, that is, while
permitting amusements and games on
Sunday, it requires that they shall be
carried on In such & manner as not to
offend the decency, the qulet and re-
pose of the community. This change
is consistent with modern ideas of Sun-
day observance.

In connection with this bill T want
to state that we must consider all
classes of the community, The mechan-
i¢ and working man, for Instance, who
works hiard throughout the week, does
not have time to take part in or at-
tend a baseball or footbnll game on
Saturday, and he should be allowed to
get his recreation and amusement In
these healthy out-door sports on the
single dny In the week when he can
find thp time.

The laws should afford equnl oppor-
tunities of nmusement to all. The Gov-
ernment should encourage outdoor
sports and pastimes and no commun-
Ity Is less moral because it permita out-
door sporta on Sunday. It Is better to
permit young men to spend thelr tme
in this manner, because If they are
denfed innogent smusement they will
find other ppportunities of pleasure and

excitement that are not so moral nor
so healthful,

We should alvo conslder the tourist.
With the clgar stores, soda waler
stands and lee cream parlors closed on
Sunday, the tourists do not find thexe
{slands the Paradise we have led them
to belleve.

1 therefors respectfully ask that this
bill be passed, a8 I belleve It to be a
modern, common-sense Sunday law;
and further that this session of the
Legislature could not perform a more
beneficial duty to the masses of the

prople.

Capt. Thomas H. Stevens, U, B. N,
who has been placed on the retired
it from Feb, 11, with the rank of tear
ndmiral, was born in Honoluluy, being
the son of the late Rear Admiral

navigator of the Mayflower at the time

In 1873. He wns on the flagship Frank-
lin on the European station from 1874
until 1876, and was on the Marion on
the same atatlon until 1877,
the fleet signal ofMicer of the Pacifie
station in 1881, From 1801 until 1%93
he was on the Ranger, on duty in Ber-
ing Ben, wns on the Yorktown
in Bering Seéa, and the Asiatle station
In 1894 and 1885, Captaln Stevens was
nagigned to the Cincinnati on  the
North Atlantic and European stations
in 180 and 1897, and was on duty in
Phillandelphin In 1808, He commanded
the gunboat Manila o 1800, and since
December, 1903, he has been on duty
at the Pensacoln yard, He wis pros
moted minster In 1570 lHeutenant jn 1874,
lfeutenant commander in 1898, coms-
mandép In 1809, and caplain lnst vear,
and received the advanced rank of
rear admiral upon retirement.—Army

This
is the third major declslon won
by Mr. Hutchins in the Kona plan-
tation matter. These decislons have the
effect of knocking out $200,000 of bonds,

You are undoubtedly aware of the
existenve of a forest fire In South Ko-
ni, Hawall, which started at the edge
of f tract of Government land, and
burned across the priviate Jand of Ka-
apunn, The latest informition receiv-
ed s that it started o short digtunce
above the government road, extended
mauka a distance of four miles, and
i going southward, alrendy epreading
over an aren two miles In width, Thus
it must have extended into the gov-
ernment land of Kipahoehoe, and has
probably reached the upper portion ot
the Alijkn Homesteads, threstening
those of Papa, in which the Buchholiz
catate Is loeited,

The government forester Is on the
ground, bending every energy townrds
te control. Unless checkead, the fire
will spread to the upper government
Inndg of Honomalino, and burn Its
way through some of the most valu-
able kon forests In that district

It i# not only the Immediate actual
losa of wealth, but the after effects on
the ralnfall and cllmatic conditions
ghould be considered, and in this crisls,
I submit for your conslderntion the
immedinte passage of an emergency
blll, providing for an appropriation un-
der the Board of Agriculture and For=
estry of an item for the suppression
of forest fires of $2,000.

There ls & map In this office, show-
ing the location of the fire, which 1
would be very glad to have examined
by any of the honorable membera of
the Leglslature,

In this connection, let me suggest a
similar ftem in the approprintions for
the coming fiscal period.
